City police are heralding an 
Edmonton man as a hero after 
he rescued a woman being at¬ 
tacked by a pack of dogs Sunday 
morning. 

Jeremy Christensen was 
watching the news around 
9 a.m. Sunday when he heard 
screaming, barking and growl¬ 
ing from outside his home. 

“I went out to check and 
(saw a woman) lying on the 
ground, surrounded by dogs, 
getting chewed on,” said the 
B.C. man who recently moved 
to the city. 

Christensen rushed from his 
home, grabbing a knife and axe 


to defend himself, and he yelled 
to scare the dogs off, but they 
then turned on him. 

“They chased me back to my 
car and I jumped on the roof,” 
he said. 

Eventually, the dogs lost 
interest and returned to their 
yard just a few houses down the 
alley. Christensen said he was 
able to drive up to the woman 
and urge her to climb into his

passenger seat to safety. 

“She’s a strong woman for 
doing so because her leg was 
injured,” he said. “I wish I could 
have done more.” 

According to EPS Staff Sgt. 
Randy Wickins, the woman was 
walking her own dog down the 
back alley near 112 Avenue and 
101 Street and was confronted 
by the group of dogs. 

While she sustained serious 
injuries to her leg and her back, 
Wickins said they’re not life- 


threatening. 

Three Akita-Staffordshire 
terriers and one Great Pyrenees 
Labrador cross have been ap¬ 
prehended by Animal Care and 
Control and will be held for a 
10-day quarantine, along with 
an additional 21-day investiga¬ 
tion period. 

The animals’ owner Aaron 
Copeland said nothing like this 
has ever happened before and 


that Harley, Charlie, Tinkerbelle 
and Homer are family dogs. 

“They’re friendly dogs,” he 
said. “I don’t see why this hap¬ 
pened at all.” 

Copeland said he had just let 
the dogs out in the yard when 
the incident occurred. 

“They’ve gotten out, but 
they’ve never done anything 
like this,” he said. “They’ve got¬ 
ten loose and we’ve found them 
down the road and brought 
them home.”

Byelections await. 

Incoming premier 
still needs seat in the 
legislature 


Progressive Conservative Lead¬ 
er Jim Prentice will officially 
take the keys to the premier’s 
office Monday, but his next hur¬ 
dle will be getting a seat in the 
Alberta legislature. 

The government announced 
Sunday afternoon Prentice and 
his cabinet would be sworn in 
at Government House on Mon¬ 
day at 1 p.m. 

Prentice has said he will run 
in Calgary, but not in former 
premier Alison Redford’s rid¬ 
ing. Beyond that, he has yet to 
pin down where he plans to 
run. 

“He has said that he won’t 
run in Elbow and the natural 
choice would be in North Cal¬ 
gary, that’s where he’s from 
and he been there for three 
decades,” said his spokesperson 
Bill Anderson, adding that an 
announcement would be made 


in the coming weeks. 

There isn’t enough time for 
a byelection before the legisla¬ 
ture is set to resume on Oct. 27, 
but Mount Royal University pol¬ 
itical scientist Duane Bratt said 
he suspects Prentice may want 
to delay the legislature’s return. 

“It allows him a new throne 
speech, which would allow him 
a clear break from the Redford 
government,” he said.

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University of Alberta deans 
want to add value to programs 


Tuition hike. MBA, 
pharmacy and law 
programs face increases

Deans from two of the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta’s faculties look¬ 
ing to increase tuition said 
they’re hoping the hike will 
add value to the institution’s 


programming for current and 
future students. 

The Alberta School of Busi¬ 
ness and faculty of pharmacy, 
along with the faculty of law, 
have submitted proposals to 
the U of A’s provost’s office in 
hopes of being exempted from 
the current cap and increase 
tuition through a market 
modifier. 

According to Dean Joseph 
Doucet, the U of A’s MBA pro¬ 
gram has not seen a tuition 
increase since 2003, with the 


exemption of limited infla¬ 
tion. 

“We’ve seen significant tu¬ 
ition increases amongst all of 
our competitors and this isn’t 
just us wanting to increase our 
tuition to be at the same level 
as them, it’s really about us 
wanting to be able to offer the 
learning environment to our 
students that enhanced rev¬ 
enue provides to us,” he said. 

The school has proposed 
an $11,500 increase to the cur¬ 
rent tuition, so that starting in 


the fall of 2015-16, students 
would pay $34,700 for their 
degree. 

“That’s a big number, big 
increase, but what I’ve told 
the students is to understand 
the $23,000 has been there 
since ’03,” said Doucet, adding 
the increase would allow the 
school to enhance program¬ 
ming for students. Look to 
provide more money to finan¬ 
cial aid and opportunities for 
students to travel. 

James Kehrer, dean of 


the faculty of pharmacy and 
pharmaceutical sciences, said 
the proposed tuition increase 
wouldn’t take effect until 2017 
and would only be applied to 
the doctor of pharmacy pro¬ 
gram. 

“The resources that are 
generated by this help to 
make sure we offer a first-class 
program,” said Kehrer about 
the proposed $1,200 increase 
for the $11,960 program. 

“Our students consider this 
a fair amount,” he added. 


Tall order 


‘Danger is from 
above': City asks 
Calgarians to 
keep out of parks 

Keep out of public parks 
until further notice. 

It may be a tall order, 
given the beautiful weather 
in the forecast, but that’s 
the message from the 
City of Calgaiy. The parks 
department is urging eveiy- 
one to stay out of public 
green spaces with mature 
trees until crews have had a 
chance to inspect and miti¬ 
gate damage to overhead 
branches that resulted from 
last week’s heavy snowfall. 

“Danger is from above,” 
parks south manager Todd 
Reichardt said. 

Technically, all parks re 
mained closed Sunday, but 
that didn’t stop sun-seeking 
Calgarians from flocking to 
the areas as summer-like 
weather returned. 

Reichardt admitted 
there’s not much the city 
can do to keep people out 
of closed areas, other than 
to ask. 

It’s unclear when parks 
will start to reopen, as 
crews’ first priority is to 
deal with broken branches 
along major and secondaiy 
streets. About 60 commun¬ 
ities sustained widespread 
tree damage and, as of 
Sunday, Reichardt said 
crews had managed to clear 
about 30. 

The city will begin to 
open individual parks as 
they are deemed safe, but 
Reichardt said it could be 
several weeks before that 
begins to happen, metro

Edmonton is seeing more 
new faces in town, with 
more than 60,000 people 
migrating to the city in the 
last two years — but not all 
communities are seeing the 
growth. 

The latest census num¬ 
bers show that while south 
Edmonton communities are 
brimming with new resi¬ 
dents — with a handful of 
communities adding more 
than 3,000 people over the 
last five years — some core 
communities are shrinking. 

The dwindling com¬ 
munities are spread across

the city’s core, while most 
suburbs continue to grow. 
Between 2009 and 2014, 
Ormsby Place in west Ed¬ 
monton lost 196 people; 
Dunluce in the city’s north 
lost 287; Twin Brooks in 
the south lost 264, Spruce 
Avenue near the city centre 
airport lost 281; and Boyle 
Street lost 119. 

More than 100 other 
communities also saw de¬ 


creases, while eight com¬ 
munities in the city saw 
their ranks swell by more 
than 3,000 people. 

Nadine Meads, president 
of the Dunluce Community 
League, said she’s not sure 
about the numbers. 

“I’m also a parent in 
the community and I don’t 
know if I necessarily see 
that we’re shrinking, be¬ 
cause the elementary school 
that my kids go to jumped 
from 400 to 450 students,” 
she said. 

Meads said sport regis¬ 
trations are down. She also 
knows a lot of immigrant 
families have moved into 
the community, and she be¬ 
lieves many may not have 
been counted. 

She said that, regardless 
of the numbers, she hopes 
city council remembers all 
communities need support.

ones,” she said. 

Coun. Andrew Knack 
said the fact that so many 
communities could shrink 
while the city booms indi¬ 
cates that there’s an imbal¬ 
ance in the city’s growth. 

“I think that’s why we’re 
having the start of the in¬ 
fill conversation again,” he 
said. 

Knack said the city can’t 
ignore the problem and 
needs to make sure it brings 
new life to older neighbour¬ 
hoods. 

“Many of those commun¬ 
ities don’t have the popula¬ 
tion that they had in 1971.”

The Canadian Press has 
found dozens of cases ex¬ 
cluded under Section 69 of 
the Access to Information 
Act, which gives officials the 
power to withhold records 
meant to be seen only by the 
federal cabinet, such as infor¬ 
mation pertaining to planned 
cuts to the 2012 program pro¬ 
viding free Viagra to the mil¬ 
itaiy.

Feds' critics muzzled? 


Academics call for 
equal tax audits 

More than 400 academics 
are demanding the Canada 
Revenue Agency (CRA) halt its 
audit of a think-tank, saying 
the Conservative government 
is trying to intimidate, muzzle 
and silence its critics. 

In an open letter, the 
group defends the Canadian 
Centre for Policy Alternatives, 
a left-leaning think-tank that 
was targeted for a political- 


activity audit partly because it 
was deemed by the agency to 
be biased and one-sided. 

The letter says the centre 
is internationally respected 
for conducting its research 
in a “fair and unbiased way,” 
and that its frequent govern¬ 
ment criticisms do not make 
it a partisan organization. 

The group is also calling for 
a moratorium on political 
activity audits of think-tanks 
until the tax agency adopts a 
neutral and fair process. 

The centre is one of 52 
being targeted in a $13.4-mil- 


lion program to determine 
whether any are violating a 
rule limiting their spending 
on political activities. 

The new audit program 
has led to what has been 
dubbed “advocacy chill,” as 
some groups self-censor to 
avoid aggravating auditors. 

Revenue Minister Kerry- 
Lynne Findlay has said the 
tax agency’s political-activity 
audits are conducted at arm’s 
length, and agency officials 
say their targeting decisions 
are neutral, non-partisan and 
balanced, the Canadian press

Doctor dies of Ebola in Sierra Leone 
after evacuation request rejected

Sierra Leone has lost a fourth 
doctor to Ebola after a failed 
effort to transfer her abroad 
for medical treatment, a gov¬ 
ernment official said Sunday, 
in a huge setback to the im¬ 
poverished country that is 
battling the disease amid a 
shortage of health-care work¬ 
ers. 

Dr. Olivet Buck died late 
Saturday, hours after the 
World Health Organization 
said it could not help evacu¬ 
ate her to Germany, Chief 
Medical Officer Dr. Brima 
Kargbo confirmed. 

Sierra Leone had re¬ 
quested funds from WHO to 
transport Buck to Europe, 
saying the countiy could not 
afford to lose another doctor. 

WHO had said that it 
could not meet the request 
but instead would work to 
give Buck “the best care pos¬ 
sible” in Sierra Leone, includ¬ 
ing possible access to experi¬ 
mental drugs. 

Ebola is spread through 
direct contact with the bod¬ 
ily fluids of sick patients, 
making doctors and nurses 
especially vulnerable to con¬ 
tracting the virus that has 
no vaccine or approved treat¬ 
ment. 

More than 300 health 
workers have become in¬ 


fected with Ebola in Guinea, 
Liberia and Sierra Leone. 
Nearly half of them have 
died, according to WHO. 

The infections have ex¬ 
acerbated shortages of doc¬ 
tors and nurses in West Af¬ 
rican countries that were 
already low on skilled health 
personnel. 

So far, only foreign health 


and aid workers have been 
evacuated abroad from Sierra 
Leone and Liberia for treat¬ 
ment. 

Dr. Sheik Humarr Khan, 
Sierra Leone’s top Ebola doc¬ 
tor, was being considered for 
evacuation to a European 
country when he died of the 
disease in late July.

Gaza children return to 
school two weeks late 


About half a million Gaza chil¬ 
dren made a delayed return to 
school on Sunday after a dev¬ 
astating 50-day war with Israel 
that killed more than 2,100 
Palestinians and damaged hun¬ 
dreds of school buildings. 

Gaza Education Ministiy 
official Ziad Thabet said the 
opening is for 230,000 first- to 
12th-graders attending pub¬ 
lic schools, 200,000 going to 
United Nations-run schools and 
tens of thousands enrolled in 
private institutions. 

The opening was delayed 
for two weeks because of dam¬ 
age to schools and the diversion 
of UN school buildings for use 
as temporaiy centres to house 
tens of thousands of displaced 
people. Some 50,000 people 
are still being housed in the 
UN schools, the UN Palestinian 
refugee agency said. 

Early Sunday the Gaza City 
streets were crowded with chil¬ 
dren dressed in a broad array 
of school uniforms, many ac¬ 
companied by parents or older 
siblings. 

In the Al-Zaitoun boys’ 


elementaiy school, students 
pasted stickers with the names 
of fellow students killed during 
the war, as teachers struggled 
to cope with the badly dam¬ 
aged facilities — a hole in a ceil¬ 
ing here, a partially collapsed 
wall there. 

“I’m not as excited coming 
to school as I was in the past,” 
said student Tamar Toutah, 11. 
“I feel that something is mis¬ 
sing. I asked about my fellow 
students, but some were killed 
or wounded.” 

Thabet said that unlike in 
previous years, the first week 
of instruction in government 
schools will be given over to 
providing psychological coun¬ 
selling and recreational activ¬ 
ities to help the war-weaiy chil¬ 
dren transition to learning. 

“We gave special training to 
more than 11,000 teachers and 
3,000 principals and adminis¬ 
trators about how to address 
students after the war,” he said. 

Thabet said 26 Gaza schools 
were destroyed during the war, 
and another 232 sustained

The conflict-wracked east¬ 
ern Ukraine city of Luhansk, 
much of which has been 
without water and electricity 
for more than a month, had 
a rare day of jubilation Sun¬ 
day as rebel fighters paraded 
military vehicles victoriously 
through city streets. 

Months of daily shelling 
had reduced the second-lar¬ 
gest city held by pro-Russian 
rebels to a ghost town, silent 
but for explosions. The jubila¬ 
tion Sunday was half celebra¬ 
tion, half simply relief at the 
reprieve in the violence fol¬ 
lowing a ceasefire agreement 
signed Sept. 5. 

The same wasn’t true of 
the largest rebel stronghold 
of Donetsk, where fighting 
around the government-held 
airport has caught many resi¬ 


dential neighbourhoods in 
the crossfire. The city council 
of Donetsk confirmed in a 
statement Sunday that there 
were civilian casualties, but 
couldn’t specify how many. 

Ukrainian National Se¬ 
curity and Defence Council 


spokesman Volodymyr Poly- 
ovyi told journalists that gov¬ 
ernment troops had repelled 
an attack on the airport by 
about 200 fighters. 

Despite repeated viola¬ 
tions of the ceasefire and 
tough talk on all sides, the 


peace deal has allowed for a 
return to some kind of nor¬ 
malcy for cities like Luhansk, 
as shell-shocked residents 
emerge from the basements 
where they have been hiding 
for weeks and come to grips 
with the damage incurred by 


nearly five months of fight¬ 
ing. 

A Russian aid convoy 
carrying mainly food arrived 
in Luhansk on Saturday, and 
armed men in camouflage on 
Sunday handed out choco¬ 
late, drinking water, soap, toi¬ 
let paper, diapers and other 
supplies to a large crowd of 
residents patiently waiting 
in line. At a nearby table, war 
veterans were poured compli- 
mentaiy shots of vodka. 

Their efforts appeared as 
much an aid initiative as a 
public relations exercise ne- 
cessaiy to prop up local sup¬ 
port in a city where the rebel 
presence has caused such in¬ 
tense miseiy. 

As conceded by even one 
separatist fighter, originally 
from the Crimean Peninsula, 
support for the armed rebel 
movement has been far from 
universal in Luhansk. 

“Many people come to us 
and ask: ‘When will the war 
end?”’ said the fighter. 

“Our answer is always the 
same,” he said. “As soon as 
you get... off the couch, stop 
swilling beer and go fight in¬ 
stead.”

ists have struggled to stop the 
annual killing of tens of thou¬ 
sands of elephants by poachers, 

“There is no way that we are 
going to address this problem 
with a reactive approach,” said 
Alastair Nelson, director of the 
Mozambique program for the 
New York City-based Wildlife 
Conservation Society, which 
manages the Niassa reserve 
along with Mozambique. 

The recent arrests targeted 
a group from Tanzania believed 
to have killed dozens of ele¬ 
phants this year.

What’s in store for 
Alibaba after IPO?

It’ll likely take only seconds for 
investors to fork out a whop¬ 
ping $32 billion US on shares 
of Alibaba when the Chinese 
e-commerce gorilla becomes a 
public company on Friday. 

That amount includes some 
368 million shares that will be 
issued with Alibaba’s gargan¬ 
tuan, record-setting initial pub¬ 
lic offering (IPO), plus the nearly 
122 million shares that Yahoo 
Inc. will be selling. Yahoo cur¬ 
rently owns 23 per cent of the 
company. 

Founder Jack Ma will be un¬ 
loading stock, too, though the 
amount hasn’t been established. 

If you are hoping to scoop 
up some shares at the estimated 
IPO price of $60 to $66, you can 
forget it. Rumour has it that the 
entire IPO has been spoken for 
or “taken up,” as they say on the 
Street. Though you might have a 


shot at the stock Yahoo and Ma 
are selling. 

Wall Street is positively 
quivering over expectations 
of a “pop” or stock surge. The 
business of The Pop is a stock 
market sideshow, as investors 
(read mega-financial firms, in¬ 
stitutional investors, etc.) stand 
to gain billions in the blink of 
an eye. 

Of course, it could go the 
other way. Remember Face- 
book’s face plant in 2012? The 
IPO debuted at $38 and quickly 
dropped by half. Still, the pa¬ 
tient money is laughing, as Face 
book now trades at nearly $80. 

Call me a skeptic, but the 
numbers are a worry. For ex¬ 
ample, Bloomberg.com notes 
that Alibaba’s operating in¬ 
come shot up 42 per cent in the 
second quarter of 2014, more 
than that of eBay and Amazon 
combined. 

Net income has tripled and 
profit margins are 54 per cent. 
Putting the latter in perspec¬ 
tive, margins at eBay are nearly 
27 per cent while Amazon’s are 


under six per cent. 

The skeptical can’t help won¬ 
dering if any company, even 
one located in the massively 
expanding Asian market, could 
actually grow that quickly. 

Ma soothed many last week 
when he noted Alibaba is being 
listed in New York rather than 
Hong Kong, because of the far 
more rigorous U.S. regulations.

Father of modern 
China honoured with 
travelling pictures 

For nearly 60 years, Edmonton’s Chinese 
Benevolent Association (CBA) has served 
the city’s thriving Chinese community, 
originally to help new Chinese immigrants 
integrate into Canadian society, but also 
to provide support to families here and in 
China. Today, the local CBA continues to 
oversee long-term care and assisted living 
for its senior population, but also works 
as an umbrella organization for dozens of 
groups, from drama to music. 

Outside the Chinatown Multicultural 
Centre, at 95 St. and 102 Ave., a bust of Sun 
Yat-sen indicates the importance of the fath¬ 
er of modern China — politician, physician,

revolutionary, and writer — to the Chinese 
community. 

The life and times of this first president 
of the Republic of China is the subject of a 
travelling picture exhibition at Edmonton 
City Hall Sept. 14-21. 

Dr. Brian Evans, a U of A professor of 
Chinese history, says that while Sun Yat-sen 
never came to Edmonton, he did travel to 
southern Alberta and the Prairies in 1911 
to support the revolution in China. Later 
that year, Yat-sen was instrumental in 
overthrowing the imperial government and 
establishing a republic in China. 

“The exhibition, hosted by the CBA, hon¬ 
ours Sun Yat-sen. He developed the political 
philosophy known as the three principles of 
the people — nationalism, democracy, and 
the people’s livelihood,” Evans says.

When the designs for Capital Boulevard, or 108

What the designers did was use small granite 
obelisks to demarcate the road from the sidewalk. 
Unfortunately these were only about a metre tall 
and, therefore, completely invisible from a car. That 
wouldn’t have necessarily been a problem if curbs 
had been installed. But, you guessed it, no curbs. 

It’s difficult for me to imagine that anyone who’s 
ever parked a vehicle wouldn’t see the problems 
with this design. But difficult or not, no one seemed to notice. 
Maybe the people who approved it only ride bicycles. 

From Day 1, people were banging into the granite posts and 
bending them.

I counted the remains of 
50 of them in a two-bloclc stretch. A conservative estimate of their 
cost wouldbe about $15,000. That does not include the cost of in¬ 
stalling them, fixing them, removing them and perhaps paying 
for damage to people’s cars. 

So ifyou were wondering why our taxes keep goingup and 
where all the money goes, you now have a fraction of the answer.

Imagine you’ve retired. There.

Tests will let consumers stick it to food additives 


Increased demand to know 
ingredients that the nutrition 
label doesn’t reveal and in¬ 
formation restaurants don’t 
have to share has inspired 
several prototypes and test¬ 
ing methods that could give 
consumers increased con¬ 
trol when it comes to food 
choices. 

Safety based on your needs 

Closest to reality is the con¬ 
cept behind startup 6Sensor 
Labs, whose goal is to cre¬ 
ate affordable devices to test 
food for allergens and reveal 
the results on an app. The 
startup’s first product will be 
oriented towards those with 
celiac disease who require a 
gluten-free diet. 


Inspect before consumption 

Chinese technology company 
Baidu has developed chop¬ 
sticks in response to disturb¬ 
ing information about dan¬ 
gerous additives used for food 
production in China. Con¬ 
necting wirelessly to a mo¬ 
bile communication device, 
the corresponding app warns 
the user when the chopsticks 
come into contact with taint¬ 
ed ingredients. 

Control your caffeine intake 

A research team from the 
University of Iowa, who claim 
caffeine is being added to 
more than 570 beverages and 
150 food products including 
chewing gum, may have laid 
the groundwork for a dipstick 


test for consumers to apply to 
their food and beverages. The 
test is based on an enzyme 
that can detect caffeine at con¬ 
centrations as low as one to 
five parts per million. 

Test of organic chemistry 101 

Slapping on an “organic” label 
to inflate the price of produce 
might become a thing of the 
past. Researchers with the 
Bavarian Health and Food 
Safety Authority and the Wur¬ 
zburg University in Germany 
have developed a test to set 
the standards. They explored 
a technique called magnetic 
resonance spectroscopy that 
is already in use for authen¬ 
ticating honey and olive oil.

Anne-Marie and Peter

Since January, Anne-Marie 
and Peter have improved 
their net worth by more than 
$44,000 thanks to major ef¬ 
forts towards debt reduction 
and a strong investment per¬ 
formance. 

As the couple has become 
more financially confident, 
the desire to own a home 
has been growing stronger. 
Ideally, the couple would 
like to purchase a newer 
two-bedroom, two-bathroom 
condo or townhome priced 
less than $500,000 in the 
same Toronto neighbourhood 
in which they currently rent. 
This will require them to pull 
together a down payment of 
at least five to 10 per cent of 
the value of the home. For a 
$500,000 home, that equates 
to $25,000 to $50,000. 

Anne-Marie and Peter plan 
to use the RRSP Homebuyer’s 
Plan for part of the down pay¬ 
ment. This program allows 
eligible first-time homebuy- 
ers to borrow up to $20,000 
from their individual RRSPs 
for the down payment. But 
Anne-Marie and Peter only 
have $11,400 combined in 
their RRSPs and will likely 
need to borrow money from 
family for the remaining por¬ 
tion.

You’re at a meeting inside 
your office’s conference room. 
You most likely feel: 

a) bored out of your mind 

b) confused as to what the 
point of the discussion is 

c) annoyed that you were 
pulled away from your desk 

or d) a combination of all 
of the above. 

If there’s one thing most of¬ 
fice workers have strong opin¬ 
ions about, it’s unproductive 
meetings. But despite all of the 
evidence, little has been done 
to change the way most com¬ 
panies conduct business. We 
recently chatted with consult¬ 
ants Dick and Emily Axelrod 
about their new book, Let’s 
Stop Meeting Like This: Tools 
to Save Time and Get More 
Done, and what managers can 
do to fix common issues. 

Stay on track 
with a schedule 

“There should be ground 
rules for how long anyone 
can speak,” says Emily. Hav¬ 
ing a designated timekeeper 
who makes sure things stay 
on schedule and helps moder¬ 
ate discussions can make a big 
difference. 

Make it a point 
to get everyone comfortable 

“You want everyone to feel 



connected and have a collab¬ 
orative space,” says Dick. “If 
there are new people, then 
you really have to have time 
for people to get to know 
each other.” 

Give everyone 
a chance to speak 

Letting one person dominate 
a meeting is a recipe for dis¬ 
aster. “One thing to do is to 
institute a rule that says, ‘Be¬ 
fore we discuss anything, we 


should go around the room 
so that eveiyone has time to 
speak,”’ advises Dick. 

Be clear about the purpose 

“It’s important to ask, 
‘What are we trying to cre¬ 
ate here?”’ says Dick. “When 
you know where you are and 
what you want to create, you 
begin to see things that you 
didn’t see before.” One big 
complaint the Axelrods hear 
about meetings is that they 


often go off-track, wasting 
the time and patience of em¬ 
ployees. “We had one person 
say, ‘All my boss talks about 
is his family during the meet¬ 
ing and we have to stay and 
listen,”’ Dick says. 

Know what a successful 
meeting looks like 

Managers, says Dick, should 
work to make sure that em¬ 
ployees “leave a meeting feel¬ 
ing that it was time well spent. 


There should be a little chal¬ 
lenge,” he continues. “People 
should feel that they learned 
something new. What you 
don’t want is a meeting where 
you’re sitting there thinking, 
‘All of my work is piling up on 
my desk.’” 

Build in breaks so people 
can check their phones 

On the other hand, some¬ 
times there are simply long 
meetings that everyone must

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attend. In those cases, Emily 
recommends working five- 
to-10-minute breaks into the 
schedule to ensure that you 
have eveiyone’s focus while 
the discussion is going on. 

Timing is everything 

Do you have a complicated 
rule change or proposal that 
you have to roll out soon? “If 
it’s a content-heavy meeting, 
morning is a good time,” says 
Dick. “Afternoon is the time 
for meetings that require lots 
of activity.” 

Let anyone who seems 
bored or distracted leave 

The Axelrods say they once 
had a client who made all 
meetings voluntaiy because 
he was tired of dealing with 
employees who looked dis¬ 
tracted or bored or were con¬ 
stantly on their phones. “If he 
gets the idea that they’d rath¬ 
er be somewhere else, he just 
asks them if that’s the case,” 
says Dick. “He trusts that 
people know how to manage 
their time.”
